1 1 . The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Applicant's remarks with regard to the rejection based on the '710 reference have been noted but are deemed narrower than the 
claim language which contrary to the arguments does not set forth any size of the liner relative to the flap and does not reguire 
direct attachment of the flap to the bodvside liner, i.e. "attachment " includes both direct and indirect attachments. Furthermore 
since it is Applicant's position that the terminology a "bodvside liner" infers some size reouirement relative to the flap why has 
such relationship not been clearly set forth in the claim? With regard to the 103 rejection. Applicant's remarks which are 
substantially the same as those previously made are deemed not persuasive for the reasons set forth in the FINAL rejection.
